The Debate on the Committee'E 
Keport on the Tarte 
Charges. 



Subsidies will be Grauted to a Num- 
ber of Hallways this 
Year. 



(From Oar Own Conespondent) 

Ottawa, Sept.' 21.— The "^debate on the 
report of the committee on Privileges and 
Kleclions on the Tarto charges ooninienccd 
to-day. Girourard, chairman of the com- 
mittee, carefully reviewed the evidence. He 
cited the course pursued by the Liberal 
Minister of Public Works regarduig the 
changes in the contract, by which the 
country hud to pass thousands of dollars 
more than the origimil contract provided. 
He asked that the same justice be ninted 
out to pir Hector Langevin as; to his prede- 
cessor. Tarte followed in a speech of three 
and a-hulf hours' duration. He 
went carefully over the different charges, 
using strong language against Lungevin. 
The debate will last three days. 

Contrary to expectation the Government 
has decided to grant subsidies to a number 
of railways this year. 

The Public Accounts Committee took evi- 
dence in the money case of Bradley, secre- 
tary of the Railway Department, whose son 
drew pay from the department for four 
months in '8'i and eii^ht months in '8-t,while 
attending college. Bradley says ho had the 
Minister's permission for leave of absence 
for hii son, but the Deputy Minister said he 
knew nothing about such an arrangement, 
Horace Talbot's boodling propensities were 
shown up by further evidence. 

A batch of railway subsidies were bronght 
down, to-night, 'ihore is nothing of u 
startling character in them, they being 
chiefly re-votes_of lapsed subsidies or un- 
paid balances. 

The strikers at the mills still hold out. 
A citizens' committee meet the mill owners 
to-niorrow to try and efl'ect a settlement. 

It is rumored that the Government will 
propose to reinforce the export duty on saw 
logs. 

BALMACEDA'S SAD END. 



Tired of this , Strn^lei ^ He Shoot 
Himself— His Dying; Declara- 
tions. 



Died in Poverty— His Generals De- 
ceived Him— Mourned Only 
by a Few. 



paraiso cablegratn states that' ex-Rresident 
Balmaceda, of Chili, shot himself through the 
tcmplo in bis room at tho Argentine legation, 
Santiago, Saturday morning, Tho story be- 
came known in Valparaiso Saturday afternoon 
and created great excitement. Last evening, 
the city was bcilliantly illuminated, and on 
every hond was heard sounds of rejoicing. It 
how seems that tho story that Balmaceda es- 
«aped on tho United States cruiser .San Kran- 
ciaco was erroneous. Instood, ho left Santiago, 
August 3, in the hope of esaiping from the 
country, but llnding every avenue of CHcapo 
closed, returned to the city, September 2, and 
went direct to ihu Arneiilino Ici/alion. oinco 
then ho has bei n extremely nervcua. No one, 
savo the Arcentirio iiiiniHter and one other 
man. devoted to lUilniaceda, was permitted to 
liCc him. 

AboutS •'clock, Saturdiiy morning, a pistol 
Fliot was beard in Ualmaceda's room, and Senor 
U. U. Iti'.uri, rushing in. found that tbo . ex- 
president hud just put a bullet into !' his brain. 
Tho junUi was notified and a committee im- 
meuiittely went to llio houso and viewed the 
body. 

As tho news Rpread, crowds of pcn])'o 
gatheretl around the Aigentiiie liquation. Tliey 
uhuur-d, hooted, mid niiirly wo t into frenzy 
over the dentil of llieir lain enemy anil above 
all WHS heard shotits cc ({ratulatiiiK bim that 
in takiiiK bis own life lie bud escaped a worse 
fato at the hanoa ol tlie junitt. lie ieftaletler 
to his mother, and ul:;o ii stateiMi n' to i l,e 
world. As alnioat the bi-st decbirutiim of a 
dj inur miin. thi'y I'l-o o' especial impurLiinic. 
Ho says, among other things :

My generals a.ssured me 
of victory, but ibuy all lied. I know now ihoy 
only pretended to bo iny friends because of the 
money they could get tn,m mo. All tiio money 
1 bad WHS $2,500 that my wife gave me on Ang. 
is. The American minister, Patrick ICgun, 
iiiiiny tiiiioH oll'ored mo good advice. Ho nrged 
til" to make jieacu with those who opposed ine, 
iiiiil lo retire from Chili. 1 did not heed hi.-) 
wise iidvioo. for 1 lliougbthii was under tbo in- 
/Ineiico of Ibejunta All through tno trouble 
my closest adviHors wi-re oppoiod to any over- 
tures foi peace."

Tho national holidays which wero to have 
been ended Saturday night have beon-pro- 
longed by tho bulrido. l<'oasts, illuminations 
and other cclebraUons In honor of tho Bucooss 
of tlio Congressional pnrty keep up, followed 
by iniirebing of frenziid crowds Ibiougb all 
the streets, Hboutlng songs of trliini|ili over tho 
death of their former ruler. Tho Valimr.ilso 
papers aru just out with ovtras from Santiago 
about tho Huioldo. Tho Argentine minister at 
Santiago iibsd.i-.tely refused to furnish any of 
tbo local papers with a copy of tho pathcll'! 
letter written by Hnlniaeeda a short time pre- 
vious to his sniclilo, in which he defonds bis 
course as President. Tho corrospon- 
pcnt of tho Herald alone ot all tbo 
newspaper men in the city of Santiago 
was ablo to get a copy o£ this interesting 
ntatemont. It was through tho indefatigable 
(il'orts of Minister IjlKau that tho cirrospon- 
dent was successiul. ^t is tho general belief 
that Balmiiccda's death will hasten, to a great 
degree, tbo restoration of poaeo throughout 
Chill. Now that tbo chief nnoniy ot tho vic- 
torious junta is no more, it is likely that his 
lollowers will be shown mercy, slnco without 
B ImacuJa lo direct them, they are vory little 



to bo foared. Italy, France, Sweden and Nor- 
way bavo followed the lead of the United 
Stotcs in oliioial recognition of the Junto. Ger- 
many, it will be remembered- was the second 
nation to do so. No offlcial recognition lias yet 
eomo from Kngiand. Tliis creates cunaldorable 
comment.

HANLAN AND McLEAN- 

The Westminster Oanman Wina the Three 
HUe Bacj by Three lieactiii— HanUn 
Bowed a Great Race. 

(Special to Thb Colonist.) 
New Westminbtkr, Sept. 21. — Honlan 
lost u great race, but lowered the world's 
record to-day. The race was arranged on 
Saturdfy, and the conditions- were tliat 
McLean should'rbwriii ' avi'akiff ' ondireceive 
500 yards start over . a' course commencing 
at Willwn's boat house and extending up 
the rivei" to a Biloy opposite Glen Creek, 
and return, a distance of three miles, 
Hunlan to row in a shell. The purse was 
§400. The concession made by Honlan gave 
Mclean a start of about one minute and 
three-quarters, but the difTerencc in boats 
over three miles would be, ut least, one 
minute, and possibly more. Consequently, 
McLean had no great odds. The race excited 
intense interest and a great many wagers 
were made on the result, Hanlan be- 
ing the favorite. On receiving the signal, 
both nicu took the water together, and got 
away in grand shape. It was almost slack 
tide at the time, and the course could not 
have been in better condition. Hanlan 
started ut a 30 stroke, but soon dropped to 
;12, which he did not increase perceptibly 
during the race. McLean rowed a 36 stroke 
nearly all the way to the turning buoy and 
then dropped to ,32, and during the last half 
mile to 28. Haulan covered the first 600 
yards in exactly one minute 45 
seconds, and McLean the same dis- 
tance in two minutes fifteen seconds, the 
ex-chttinpion, having deoreaEed the gap be- 
tween tho two by 100 yards. From this to 
the turning buoy, Haulan gradually closed 
up, until there was not more than 200 
yards between them. Ho was pulling a 
magnificent race and was never in bettor 
form. McLean now felt that he hiid the 
race well in liund, and pnllod an easier 
stroke. Ilauluu came down the home- 
stretch at a terrilic jiace, and gradually les- 
sened the gap, but the speed was too high 
and he could not keep it up. McLean 
slowed down to 28 strokes to tho minute, 
when opposite the woolen mill, and did 
not increase his paco from there 
to the linish. Hanlan pulled pluckily to 
the liust, but had no chance of winning 
after McLean covered two-thirds of the 
o'liirse. McLean pulled ucrnaa the lino 
about throe lengths ahead of Hanlan, win- 
ning the race in 1!) minutea and 20 tecoii.ls. 
Ilaiilun's time was ill mimites and 32 i .') 
s-ecoiiila, the best race lie luia ever nuule. 
The best previoim reccid in a matched race 
was n adc liy O'Connor in his famous race 
with ( iiiuilaur at Sturgeon Point, when he 
covered the course in 19 minutes 4.") seconds. 
Hanlan beat that record to-day by 10 4 5 
seconds. The course was measured by A. 
F. Cotton, C. K., and is three miles to u 
yard. C. Dutch, tho Australian joarsmun, 
was referoo and judge, C. Stevenson and X. 
13. MuKciizic were oflicial timekeepers.

Kalys Navy BecomlnK Bordcniionie. 

RUMB, Sept. 21. — Renewed experiments: 
at Spiitzo with petroleum as fuel for war 
ships, have resulted in confirming the, good 
opinion hitherto formed by navul cngiueers 
in regard to the practicability of this agentos^ 
a substitute for coal in generating steam. 
The vessels selected for tho trial were Ibc- 
San Martin and the Staffeto. As on the 
former trial, it was shown that with petro 
Icum a higher speed is obtainable, thoagh' 
before new fuel can be used to advantage, 
certain alterations must be.made in many of 
the vessels, It is highly probable that the 
result of the experiments will be the adop- 
tion of petroleum as the sole fuel of tho Ita- 
lian navy. A slight economy in fuel expen- 
diture may thus be effected, but on the 
whole, the cost of Italy's defences by sea 
and land is increasing, and with it grows 
the restlessness of the people. All over the- 
Kingdom are to be seen signs of agita- 
tion dinong the populace in consequence of 
the general belief that the taxes, already 
too grievous to be borne, must soon bo in- 
creased. Excited meetings have been hfdd 
in Venice, Naples and elsewhere, at which 
resolutions of protest against the course of 
the ministry wero adopted, after the deliv- 
ery of strong speeches by popular orators. 
The cabinet is in a desperate situation, it 
being impossible for it to withhold from 
parliament the critical slate of the 
country's finances. When the declara-

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NEWS FEOM ALASKA. 

THe Season's Salmou Fa ck— Seizure 
of Whiskey Brouglit from 
Brltisli Colnmbia.

The steamship City of Topeka, which ar- 
xivti ftb'Port Xownsoid-- ou Saturday last 
from Alaskaii ports,' birought 20,000 cases of 
ealmoD consiRncd to Californian aud eastern 
tnarkcta, and the following budget of news : 

The Sitka Alaskan of August 29 says : 
" Two tig seizures of smugRled liquors have 
been made in Sitka during tho week. Xues- 
day^j^rfternpon, just after 132 bottles of 
whiskey had been lauded from one of the 
steamer Mexico's boats, they were captured 
by a customa walohman. Tlmrsduy ufter- 
noon Collector Hatch and iiasistanta aearched 
the business place of Otto Nelson, and <ind- 
iuj! somo iOO gallons of wliiakey on the 
premiecs, seized the etulT and hnd it con- 
veyed to the seizure-room in the custom 
house. 

" Mnst of the liquor had been Bmnggleil 
from JJrilish Colnmliia, and neither internal 
revenue nor import duty had been paid on 
it. Th". liquors have been appraised at 
about S500, 

Mr. lahman, of Washington, D.C. , who 
was supcrviuor of tho Alaska census and ska- 
tiorcd at San Frunciscn for duty, has been 
appoiut-ed epecial deputy collector of the 
Aluskan customa district, >ritli headquarters 
ttt Sitka, by Collector Max Prachl. The 
uppointment was made to till the vacancy 
ca«sed by the removal or resignation of 
George E, Knapp, the son of Governor 
L. K. Knapp, of Alaska. 

The saltnon pack this season in Alaska 
•will exceed tho output of last year in many 
localities. All of the Alaukan steamers 
como down heavily loaded witli salmon con- 
signed to Culifornia and Eastern markets. 
aToUawing is the output of some of the 
canneries : The Aberdeen Packing company, 
17iOOO cases, an increase of 3,000 over last 
year; Yea Bay, 18,000 cases; Loring, 23,000 
cases,'' and Chilcat, 42,000 cases, a decrease 
of 8,000 coses under last year. Other can- 
neries report a small Rain. 

It is auticipuced at Sitka that a great 
uiany. vessels of the sealing fleet now in or 
adjacent to the waters of Behrin^ Sea, will 
winter at Sitka. The /United . States dis- 
trict court will roouvsne Uhere in a'mnnth 
or two, and thet scalers have determined to 
take a united 'atau'd and fight the cases 
to a final settlement of the Behring Sea 
controversy. 

The steamer Al-Ei, chartered by the. 
United States Government as a'supply ship 
for the rcveaue cutters and the men-of-war, 
and the steamer Costa Rica, chartered by 
the British Government to attend the wants 
of the British patrol fleet, with both prob- 
ably go to Sitka, where tlie officers and 
crews will -be subpoenaed to attend the 
trials of tho intruders in Bchriug Sea. All 
of the American patrol vessels now in liehr- 
ing Sea are expected to arrive in Sitka with 
seveial capturcil Bchoonera before October 
20. 

George T, Snow, several years ago a pro- 
minent aetor, who filled several engage- 
ments in Victoria, and will bo remembered 
by many, after a four years' sojourn in 
Aluska, returned to Port Townsend a 
we^ilihy man, with mining interests vulued 
at §250,000. He has visited tho Yukon 
river from the outlet to tho headwaters at 
Stuart's lakes and spent one winter in that 
frozen wilderness. He did not make much 
m iney working the cradle in the placer 
disgiiigs in the Yukon. His experience 
polling the Yukon in a small boat 1,800 
m'Ics with four companions against a tivo- 
kuot current, and his encounters with wild 
gime and floating ice, is intensely intcrest- 
i ig. When he first went to Juneau he was 
engaged to open tne theatre. The company 
was composed of three ladies and four gen- 
tlemen, and the miners were the most ap- 
preciative and refined of audiences. Dur- 
ing the summer season the miners left for 
mines and the theatre is closed.

To THE EnirOR; — I beg you to tlivc me 
space for a few remarke on wh>tt I think all 
sportsmpn will think very unfair. Last 
year and. this I have visited a district 
somo ndlas from Victoria in which 
there ' is a large number (as nuin- 
, bers go) of . settlers ; small people 
working hard for a living in a rough coun- 
try, ^ese worthy people- are doing great 
service to the island ia bringing into and 
keeping land in cultivation. They have 
faoilliea,' Their life is a very hard and 
monotonoVS round of daily labor among 
stumps and snags. They live poorly and 
spend laborious days with little recreation, 
aud their nicut, tor the mnst part, must 
consist day-iu day-out of venison, a very 
poor nieijt when you have it, and terribly 
poor wlicn you liave little clianco of a 
change from month to month. I ask your 
readers to uonaidor bow they would like to 
hav? to live on thai meat or none from 
year's end to year's end. Y'ct meat, they must 
have OS hard working nun and women, and 
I make no doubt these hardy folk are ready 
to be content willi it in their scattered 
ranches, so long as Ihcy can get it. Any 
one who has lived as 1 huve for years, in 
Indo-Cliiim, will recoL'nize the nusery of 
daily chicken and duck for breakfaat, for 
tiiliti and lor dinner. Disguise it as you 
may in curry, in soup, in mogmnaise, cold, 
boiled, rojiht, until the sight of a chicken or 
duck has become an abominution, yon feel 
that you would give anything for j, leg of 
mutton. (lO to Aualralla and live lit a sta- 
tion and you would soon give anything for 
a chicken or duck. Now, air, these poor 
people of tlio island have to live on venison 
for their staple meat, all tho year round, 
iiiid without it what are they to do ? Yei 
tbera are some people who do not scruple to 
go up the railway line and, making use of a 
log hut ortwoj'ten miles oGT the track, stay 
tbera for two or three months, sending 
down (leer indiscriminately, doe, 
fawn and buck,: at the rate of four 
or 'five a day ,bv |train, .sliooting for their 
own pot,"and thus driving the deer, on the 
supply of whioli tbe seitlers have to depend 
for their auatenance, farther and further in- 
to the Koksilah niountuins. I call this 
manifestly unfair. To go out on a hunting 
txpeditidu foraf<4W days, and enjoy a few 
days' sport, is one thing; to destroy the 
susten ince of settlers, who can only shoot a 
little for their families in the intervals ho- 
tweeu bard labor and tlio rest they dosrrvo 
and cannot get on any reasonable chances, is 
another ; and I, having heard how strongly 
tlicso honest folk feel on the subject, with- 
out niiy means of bringing tlieir (;iii;viince 
before the authorities, cannot rcfiaiii from 
asking if tho Council cannot duvise some 
menus, by a abort Act, of ])n;vcnling the 
wholesale sluugliter of deiir in ciillivatcd 
districts by people who do not shoot for 
sport, but for dollars, wdiich they do 
not re(|uirc. It appears to me that 
the E, Si N. Raihvoy might put ii prohibi-

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'• THE EXODUS." 

Tlie Liberal newspapers are still maun- 
-doring about the " exodus." Thoy appar- 
ently forget the time when tlioy protested 
against the fooliahiieas and the injustice of 
the Conservative politicians, who attributed 
the exodus thiit existed^a few years ago to 
t« Orit " niis-governmont. They then 
saw very clearly tliat the Government had 
nothing to do, one way or the other, with 
the emigration of Canadians to the United 
States. Tlie causes of that emigration they 
uvurred were beyond tlio control of govcru- 
incnts, and it would continue as long 
an the conditions ramaiaed as they then 
wore, no matter what party ruled the Do- 
minion or what policy it followed. And 
the event proved that they were right. 
Tl»e exodus has gone on, and it will go on, 
let governments do wlint tliey nviy. It be- 
gan while the Liberals were in power, and 
it continued a)l through the Conservative 
administration. It will iio doubt slacken 
aad stop aomo day and take a northwestern 
directiiin, but when that day will come no 
ooo at tliia present moment can see.

Men 'and 
women liorn and brought up in: thatC'Para- 
dise of many Liberals, the United .States, 
arc leaving the homes made for them by 
V their fathers and are seeking new ones in 
the big cities of the United States. 

The New York Sun hits the nail on the 
head when it says: 

"As to annexation, it is enough to say 
that if Vermont and Now Hampshire and 
Maine and Northern New York do not in- 
crease in . population, although they are 
within the United States, - there is no 
ireason why the neighboring 'regions of Can- 
-ada should fare differently if annexed. 
'The great crop in all those regions on both 
sides of the line is men, and men 
will migrate from places where they fire 
.-superfluous to those where they are 
ueeded." 

This is the truth. If the Maritime Prov- 
inces and Quebec were parts oven of ttie 
United States, their young people, as they 
.-grew up, would become, rest less and dis- 
<!ontented and would go' t<» seek their for- 
tunes where life was, as -they believed, 
plcasantcr and fortunes could be more 

■ .easily obtained. ". ' . , 

BALUAOBDA'S ORIMES. 

'■■ We see that the United States papers 

-Hiontinue to commend Admiral Brown and 

the commaiulcra of other warships belonging 
•to neutral nations, so-called, for having 
aflbrded an asylum to IJahnacedu and his 
creatures, and for having assisted tliem to 
escape to a place of safety out of tlie reach 
of the arm .of .Chilian justice. They regard 
the act as a humane one, ond one; in every 
re.spect, justiiiable. The writers of those 
articles could not surely have rellectod upon 
what Bulmaceda was attempting when he 
compelled good citizen.s and lovti s of their 
country to take up arms and to resist him 
to the death. ,If ' they had done so, and if 
they had taken time to think, they would, 
we venture to say, look upon Balmaccdu as 
unworthy of either sympathy or help. If 
lliey had made the enquiries necessary to 
. owne to an intelligent conclusion willi 

■ respect to the nature of the con- 
flct which Balmaceda had provoked, 

• we cannot undersstand how they, as lovers 
^■of freedom, could justify a servant of the 
Republic of the United .States in inti^rfer- 
. iiig to aid iu his escape. Tliia is what the 
. .Junta says about wlut I5.dmaccd'i liad done 
and what ho was endeavoring to do, as le- 
..oited in the London Times ; 

*'He had protected .administrative of- 
ficers who had tampered with elections. Ho 
had employed the DoHce to direct and or- 
ganize mobs. Ha had violated'tho rights of 
pulilic meeting and repeatedly broken the 
pledges given by ministers. In particular, 
lie had been guilty of extensive usurpations 
on the clearest eonstilutinnal privileges of 
(-.he Legislature. Uo hud seized upon ami 
held in his own liunds tho power of the 
purse. He had created cilices and paid 
.salaries to the ollicials williout the authori- 
ty of Congress. He had kept in power a 
Ministry which they had censured and to 
which tlicy refused to vote tho necessary 
supplies. Ho had ignored their refusal, 
.-ind, in direct and ILigranl contradiction of 
tho express provision of the conaiilutiou, 
ho had levied taxes without the oonscnt of 
tho Legislature, and had raised with the 
proceeds ndlilary anil naval forces not sanc- 
tioned by the Chamber.-'. Amongst the con- 
aequencea of the infringements ol the Chil- 
ian Constitution — infringements which 
have, for the moit part, a strangely fi- miliar 
ring to English ears— was, saya the Con- 
gressionalist Declaration, a disastrous tiuun- 
oiiil commotion seriously coinprondaing the 
honor of the State. They pointed in tho 
judgment of tho signatories, to but one pos- 
Hd)le oonclusion — the conclusion that tho 
President cherished a premeditated plan 
against the fundumental institutions ol tho 
llcpnblic and purposed to substitute his 
.own personal rule for the legitimate BOVor- 
oiguty of the people." 

If a British eovoroign oven showed a dis- 
p isitjon to do any of the arbitrary acts 
which it is known Balmaceda committed

tho United States had perpetrated some of

their freedom. Such sentimontaliBm is, in 
the worst senso, sickly. Baluiaooda tried 
to bo a tyrant. Ho was false to tho people 
whom ho hud sworm to serve, and he — if 
any man ever did— riolllj^ !d(Sierved'':.6

THE SAME OLD -SlXnENdE. 

The Vancouver News- Advertiser, after 
being tolerably civil for Some time, and 
minding its own business fairly well, inter- 
feres in tt Victoria nutter and, us usual, in- 
tei'fires to misieprcsont and fal.sify. It un- 
truthfully says that "There is a violent 
discusaiou going 00 nosv botween tho Vic- 
toria Colonist and Times witb^ respect to 
which of iheu) is entitled to the credit of 
obtaining tho really liber.il appropriations 
granted by tho Dominion Governnieut for 
various purposes in Victoria." This, as our 
readers kiiou', is, iis f.vr as tho Coi.o.m.st is 
oonoernod, a downright lie. 'The Colonist 
claimed no credit in the matter, and we defy 
tho Advertiser to produce from our columns 
a single sentence which oven insinuates that 
the appropriations were obtuined through 
tho inlluenco of the CoLUNisr.

DEATH OF A. A. GEEEN. 

An OId-Ttin<r and Bcspected Clllzen Fasiea 
Away. 

Shortly before seven o'clock, yesterday 
morning, Mr. A. A. Green, a respected citi- 
zen, passed over to tho majority, after o 
protracted illness. 

Tho deceased has been connected with tho 
firm of Wells, Fargo & Co., in this city, 
since 1873, and with tho banking institution 
of Gareche, Green & Co. He was born at 
Ixworth, Suffolk, Eng., in the year 1833, 
and educated at the Woodbridgo grammar 
school. I'or a few years he studied medi- 
cino under his father, tho late Dr. Green, 
but about the year 1860, during an Austra- 
lian gold craze, he left hia homo for that 
country to seek his fortune. He amassed 
cnni'iderable capital at the gold fields, but 
was attracted to California some years after- 
wards. Getting tired of tho dieginga he went 
to Nevada, where he joined the Wella, Fargo 
Express Co. Having spout a short time in 
San Francisco he went homja'on ii'vlsit, and 
in England married the present Mrs. Green, 
the issue of the marriage being six children, 
who, to-day, mourn the loss of un affection- 
ate father. 

In 1873 ho returned from England, and, 
entered into partnership with the 
late .Mr. Francis Gareche in the bank 
now bearing their names. For the 
past couple of years Mr. (Jreen had suflercd 
from an internal cancer, but not till six 
weeks ago did he take to his bed. Hia suf- 
ferings weie intense, but he bore all with 
Chriotian fortitude. In politics Mr. Green 
never took a prominent part. He was a 
most respected member of the Masonic 
brotherhood, the founder and President of 
the Piotealaiit Orphans' Home, and a prom- 
inent figure in sever.il of the local friendly 
and hencvolent societies. Many friends 
visited Oyppeswyk, tho family residence, 
yesterday, and brought all the consolation 
and comfort possible under the trying cir- 
cumstauoea.

ST. PAUL'S PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH. 

Fo:mal Opeulni; of the Edlflie an Sunday 
Last. 

A new Presbyterian church, dedicated to 
St. Paul, was formally opened on Sunday 
morning last at Victoria West. The church 
was opened under the most favorable aus- 
pices, having already a large and united 
congregation, who for years past have been 
worshipping in the public hall. As num- 
bers increased, the hull became too anmll 
for the purpose, and it was then decided to 
erect the present building. Since May last 
the wbik has been proceeaioe, and on Satur- 
day last was handed over by the contrac- 
tors. It ia' capable of seating comfortably 
300 people, and is a very neat edifice. It is 
within fifty feet of the Episcopalian church, 
and as many yards from that in which the 
Methodists ' of West Victoria hold their 
service. The building ia a plain-lookin| 
one, the idea evidently being to economise 
space, and give all the seating room pos- 
sible. It ia well lighted by a series of win- 
dows from the roof, as well as those at the 
sides, and a newly laid plank footpath leads 
to the building. Tho service on Sunday 
morning was conducted by the pastor, 
Rov. D. MacRac, tho church being well 
filled. The pulpit was occupied by Rev. 
Alex. Young, of Wellington, late of Nupo- 
nee, Ont. , and the service throughout was 
of a special character, the hymns, scripture 
readings, psalms, iStc, being particularly 
apropos to the occasion. I'ho Rev. Mr. 
Young preached a very effective sermon 
from Isaiah LVI. , 7lh verse — "And my 
house shall he a house of prayer, for all 
people." Ho spoke of tho sanctity of tno 
house of God and the piivilogo of wor- 
shipping in it, and hoped that the congre 
gulion of that building would grow rich in 
grace, and bo the means of bringihg others 
to the knowledgi! and peace ot God. He 
spoke of the interest whieh thcFulherof 
all had manifested in His church ami peop" 
from the tirst of time, and His promise to 
be with them always. The true gospel 
would be preached in that church and God's 
blessing would rest upon it. The Rev. M. 
L. Rngg,! of the Calvary Baptist cluirjh, 
preached at the afternoon service a'.so to a 
full congregation. Special collections were 
made in aid of the building fund, towards 
which a bazaar and sale of work will be 
held in a few days.

Hont r U 'Whom Honor Is Duf. 

The following letter, which speaks for 
ilsHlf, from Dr. Rae, the famous Arctic ex- 
plorer, uppetired in the London Echo of 
August 'J'Jiid. 

" Iq ' Nowa in a Nutshell,' the Echo of 
to-duy, August 20, says: 'This is the 7'2iid 
birthday of Admiral Sir Fnineia Leopold 
McClintock, tho Arctic nnvigator who 
ascertained the fate of Sir John Fraiikliu 
and hii companions ' I hope you will favor 
me witli s[moc enough to refresh people's 
memory as to a five yciirs' prior claim of 
mine to the above discovery, whicli pointvid 
out to Sir Leopold tho cxuot line of route 
where he wonld obtain freah tiaons of the 
missing Expedition, derived through my 
excelltrnt interpreter from the Eskimos, 
whom the greatest and noblest of Arctic 
navigators. Parry, after u. two years' ex- 
perience of them, calls in his journal the 
most truthful people he had ev( r known, 
v ■ The atory told mo by about fifty or more 
,' Eskimos in the spring of 1851 at Repulse 
Bay, was that at least four winters before, 
when tho natives were killing seals in the 
early spring to tho West of King William's 
Island, n number of white men were seen 
travelling southward on the ico, hLVuling 

■one or two boats, making their way towards 
Backs Eish river. After their seal killing 
was done, they were on their way to the 
"Great Hiver," to catch salmon, as soon as 
tho ico broke up, when they came to about 
thirty or more dead men lying close to the 
edge of the sea, a long sledge journey with 

idogs — ttbout 40 miles— from tho true mouth 

•of tho Fiah River, and with them was a. 
boat. I .^My; ioiormants said that gun shots 
- had been heard, and - the larce wing bones 

.and feathers of geoae seen where the dead 
were, indicated that some of the poor fellows 

.must havelived until about the Ist Juno, 
thaf^ beiug the time a which these birds, 

-with wonderful reguhirity, arrive at these 
latitudes. 

' I bought fcom . these natives many relics, 
^n whieb were found initials and crests iu- 
dlcatini; that they had been the property of 
twelve of the officers, including Sir J. 
Franlclin's Cross of Knifjhthood. Pirst, 
laige rewards were offered if thoy could tell 
of even one living white, thoy all gave the 
same answer — " They arc all dead." There 
was no attempt at a lie to gain a reward. 
The reply was somewhat similar when 
books were asked for — " We saw ten or 
twelve books" such as was sliown to them, 
but they said they had no use for these, and 
they were given the children to play with, 
and were torn up. Not one of the journals, 
not the fragment of one, has been found up 
to the present time — after a Lipso of thirty 
seven years. Sir Leopold in IS.'iO most 
generously sent his first officer, Hobson, 
to the most likely place to get in- 
formation, namely, the west shore of 
King William's Island, and there, sure 
enough, the first information was obtained, 
both in cairn and by tho boat, the latter 
clearing up the puzzl? about tho one 
and two boat report. Some of the 
Eskimos had seen the party when they 
bad two boats, and with one afterwards, 
after having left the other behind. 
At p. 2;{4, of "Tho Fate of Erankliii," 
<'<Capt. McClintock says : " The information 
■•■ 'We obtained bears out the principal state- 
ments of Dr. Hae, and also accounts for the 
disappearance of one of tho ships." 

But I had information from a different 
band of Eskimos which I believe Sir Leo- 
pold did not obtain. It was from these 
thirty-fivo Of forty men that got within 
about forty miles of the Pish River. When 
I reached London in the autumn 9/ 1854, I 
fouiid the crews of fdiir fine vessels that had 
been abandoned lying safe and sound among 
the ice-floes, home before me, and the chief 
object of my coming homo was wasted. 
Un going to the Admiralty with the news I 
had obtaiued, Z. learnt for the first time 
from the First Lord, Sir James Gnihaine 
himself, that a reward had been ofifered for 
obtaining tirst iuformiitioo of the fate of the 
missing Expedition,;and a few.days after a 
letter from the Seoreta^of the Admiralty 
to the Secretary of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany (see page 834 of the Arctic Bluebook, 
1885 (contained the folIowLng paragraph i ' ' 
" Vou will inform Dr. Baa' of their lord- 
ships' high approval of the services of Dr, 
Rae, who hn3 set at rest the unfortunatf 
fate of Sir J. Franklin and his party." On 
obtaining tho reward for myself and my 
seven men, some amusing difficulties having 
been thrown in the way by interested per- 
sons, I determined to go again to the North, 
and ordered a liandy little schooner to bo 
built at my own cxpf-nso in Canada. Un- 
fortuiiiitely, the conti'act was not sutlicieut- 
ly binding, although the work Wiis paid 
for as it went on. 'J'he vessel was not 
ready ut the time appointed, so tlie pcnson 
was lost. The little vet.sel was put on the 
great lakes so as to test her qualities, and 
also to curn freight. She was caught in a 
violent Etorni, and never agiiiii seen, having 
been heavily Liden at the time. la oon- 
(irrnation of the above intention I am co.'ii- 
mitting no breach of trust in publinbiug the 
following letter from Ciiptuin JlcCliiitoek 
(now Sir Leopold), dated 3rd March, 1S57 : 
. [OORItEOT oopy.I" 
" 48 Hardwlok Street, Dublin. 
. , " ISy dear Bae, 

" You now have the Hold to yourself for this 
summer at least, and after such a mild w.nter, 
I think the season will bo a most favorable oao. 
I cannot let you ko willioiil oU'eriiiij you my 
sincere f^nod wistica fur vour success. Aolliirii? 
could kIvo mo (;rcaler i)lohSuro Lli.in huarlnt; of 
your ptifo transit tliro\iKh the iiiuixiiloicd area 
and your arrival at. .San Kianciacu, nor do I 
think it at uU initiroljahlL'." flfere comes somo 
uvcellimt iidvioo about laklrf^ bla-SLlni; iiuwder, 
ote I " I hope you are (luito .^troHK niid sound 
in liualili al'd'r all that you have underiionu in 
llio hi«t tun yeai.H. and able to maintain your 
hardl> .earnrd roputalioii.
